Winter  seedings  of  wheat  for  the  1934  harvest,  as  estimated  for  22  coun- 
tries reporting  to  date,   total  155,925,000  acres  as  compared  with  157,752,000 
acres  s own  by  the  same  countries  for  the  1933  crop.    Last  season  these  countries 
represented  76  percent  of  the  total  Northern  Hemisphere  wheat  area  and  61  percent 
of  the  estimated  world  area,  excluding    Russia  and  China.    A  decrease  of  1.1  per- 
cent is  indicated  in  the  total  of  the  22"  countries  for  this  season  over  last, 
hut  if  the  estimate  of  the  U.S.S.R.  is  included,  an  increase  of  .7  percent  is 
shown.    In  the  following  tabulation  of  recent  estimates  increases  are  noted  in 
Tunis,  Portugal,  and  India,  while  Morocco,  Algeria,  and  Poland  show  declines. 
Winter  rye  sowings  total  41, 687, COO  acres  in  14  countries  reporting  to  date  as 
compared  with  41,771,000  acres  seeded  in  the  winter  of  1932-33  by  the  same  coun- 
tries, when  they  accounted  for  92  percent  of  the -winter  rye  acreage  in  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  and  nearly  39  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  area,  excluding 
China  and  Russia.    The  estimate  for  Poland  is  practically  the  same  as  that 
of  a  year  ago*

Analyses  of  samples  of  1933  crop  wheat  from  Hungary  and  Morocco  exported 
to  various  British  ports  in  recent  months  have  been  made  "by  Mr.  J.  H.  S-iollen- 
"berger,  grain  specialist  of  the  Foreign  Agricul tixral  Service  in  Europe.  Size- 
able quantities  of  Hungarian  wheat  have  been  exported  this  season  and  have 
comprised  most  of  the  wheat  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin.    Most  of  the  Moroccan 
wheat  goes  to  France  or  Algeria  on  a  free  contingent  basis  but  some  additional  . 
exports  to  other  markets  have  been  made. 

All  of  the  Hungarian  wheat  samples  examined,  Mr.  S^ollenberger  says, 
were  of  the  Hard  Red  Winter  type'  and  met  the  test  weight  requirements  for  the 
U.S.  No.  1  grade  but  were  defective  in  certain  other  properties  which  would 
keep  them  out  of  grade  No.'  1.     Their  dockage  content  was  well  below  1. -percent 
but  of  foreign  material  other  than  dockage,  each  sample  contained  an  appreciable 
percentage.    Vetch,  corn  cockle  and  rye  were  the  principal  kinds  of  foreign 
matter  present.    All  of  the  samples  were  of  sound  condition  and  contained  very 
few  damaged  kernels. 

The  samples  of  Moroccan  wheat  were  comparatively  free  from,  foreign  matter 
of  the  dockage  type  but  contained,  nevertheless,  a  fair  percentage  of  other  kinds 
of  foreign  matter  such  as  barley  and  darnel,  reports  Mr.  Sb.ollenberger.  Stones 
were  present  in  all  of  the  samples  and  all  contained  weevil  cut  kernels  but 
were  practically  free  from  other. forms  of  damage.     White  wheat  was  the  predomi- 
nating class  of  wheat  in  all  of  the  samples,  but  other  classes  were  present  in 
sufficient  percentage  that  every  one  of  them  would  have  graded  mixed  wheat  under 
the  U.S.  grain  standards.     A  large  proportion  of  the  white  wheat  kernels  were 
of  a  vitreous  or  glutinous  character  and  except  for  the  presence  of  whea.t  of 
other  classes,  these  samples  would  easily  have  qualified  as  "Hard  White"  wheats. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  according  to  the  Bureau',  s  Pa,ris  office, 
about  1,500,000  bushels  of  bread  wheat  from  the  1933  Moroccan  crop  have  been 
exported  to  countries  other  than  France  and  Algeria.     This  was  with  the  aid  of 
a  bounty  of  27  francs  per  metric  quintal  (48.4  cents  per  bushel) , but  since 
December  the  bounty  has  been  insufficient  to  promote  exports  to  world  markets. 
Funds  appropriated  for  the  export  bounty  may  be  used  in  denaturing . remaining 
surplus  supplies  if  further  exports  outside  of  the  French  and  Algerian  contin- 
gent are  not  made,  the  Bureau's  representatives  point  out. 


FEED  GRAINS  •  "' 

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information      ,  , 

The  first  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  barley  in  Algeria  for  the  1934 
harvest  is  3,212,000  acres,  which  is  6.9  percent  below  the  final  estimate  for 
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1933,  and  more  than  6  percent  below  the  average  acreage  during  the  past  five 
years.     The  1933  barley  production  in  the  42  countries  reported  totals 
1,309,631,000  bushels,  or  a  decrease  of  nearly  12  percent  from  the  1932  harvest 
of  1,481,900,000  bushels  in  the  same  countries.     There  have  recently  been 
several  increases  in  1933  production  estimates,  principally  for  Belgium,  Estonia, 
and  Algeria. 

The  area  sown  to  oats  for  the  1934  harvest  in  Algeria  is  estimated  at 
457,000  acres,  which  is  1.3  percent  above  the  final  estimate  for  1933,  but  is, 
with  that  exception,  the  smallest  acreage  since  1911.     The  1933  oats  production 
in  37  countries  reoorted  amounts  to  3,020,340,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more 
than  15  percent  from  the  3,569,713,000  bushels  reported  for  those  countries  in 
1532.     Recent  increases  in  the  1933  production  estimates  for  Belgium,  Estonia, 
and  Algeria  have  been  received. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1933-34  corn  crop  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
is  65,177,000  bushels.     This  is  an  increase  of  122  percent  over  the  very  small 
harvest  of  the  preceding  year,  and  is  nearly  10  percent  above  the  average  pro- 
duction during  the  past  five  years.     The  first  estimate  of  the  crot>  in  Erench 
West  Africa  is  19,499,000  bushels,  which  is  an  increase  of  about  38  percent  over 
the  harvest  of  the  preceding  year.     The  previous  estimate  for  Egypt  shows  an 
increase  of  3,700,000  bushels  to  58,108,000  bushels,  while  the  estimate  for 
Greece  has  been  increased  to  9,133,000  bushels.     The  final  estimate  for  Rumania, 
on  the  other  hand,  has  been  lowered  to  179  ,281 , 000  bushels  corn-oared  with 
-235,930,000  bushels  in  1932.     The  total  1933  production  for  the  25  countries 
so  far  reported  stands  at  3,330,737,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  about  17  percent 
from  the  4,017,367,000  bushels  raised  in  1932. 

Heavy  rains  in  March  in  Argentina  seriously  delayed  the  harvesting 
operations  as  well  as  the  marketing  of  corn  and  there  is  even  some  talk  that 
the  quality  of  the  corn  may  be  affected,  according  to  inf ormation  from  the 
Bureau's  Buenos  Aires  representative.     However,  he  says,  since  the  corn  is 
husked  in  the  field  from  standing  stalks  and  very  little  has  been  husked  so  far, 
there  would  seem  to  be  little  .justification  for  any  apprehension  on  this  score, 
production  prospects  still  remain  uncertain  though  poor  yields  are  expected  in 
many  districts.     Corn  exports  from  Argentina  continue  fairly  heavy,  with  prices 
firm.     Tables  showing  feed  grain  trv.de  and  prices  are  found  on  page  376. 

Danube  Basin  feed  grain  situation 

The  carryover  of  corn  in  the  Danube  Basin  countries  as  of  March  1  was 
estimated  at  about.  53,700,000  bushels,  the  carryover  of  oats  at  about  2,700,000 
bushels,  and  the  carryover  of  barley  at  about  24,600,000  bushels.     The  govern- 
ments of  tn:ese  countries  have  passed  various  measures  to  develop  trade,  according  tc 
a  reoort  from  the  Danube  Basin  office.     The  Bulgarian  government  has  permitted 
corn  exoorts  in  exchange  for  raw  cotton,  whereas  before  it  had  to  be  sold  for 
cash.     It  will  also  imoort  equipment  for  seed-cleaning  and  corn-drying,  and  will 
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distribute  oats  of  an  improved  seed  variety  in  exchange  for  ordinary  oats. 

The  Hungarian  government  has  concluded  a  treaty  with  G-errnany  providing 
for  an  annual  import  quota  of  about  2,000,003  bushels  of  Hungarian  corn  and 
1,150,000  bushels  of  Hungarian  barley  on  a  compensation  basis.  Switzerland 
and  Czechoslovakia  have  also  granted  import  quotas.  The  Rumanian  government 
has  trade  agreements  with  Germany  and  France,  and  Yogoslavia  has  a  400 , 000- 
bushel  corn  imoort  quota  from  Czechoslovakia  which  must  be  delivered  "before 
April  14,  1954. 


TOBACCO 

China  utilizes  less  American  tobacco 


A  large  Chinese  crop  of  flue-cured  tobacco,  substitution  of  domestic 
leaf  for  American  leaf  in  the  manufacture  of  cigarettes,   and  a  curtailment 
of  cigarette  consumption  due  in  part  to  high  taxation,  are  features  of  a 
report  recently  received  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Owen  L.  Dawson  at 
Shanghai.    Prices  paid  for  the  1055  domestic  crop  were  low,  according  to  Mr. 
Dawson,  but  a  significant  reduction  in  the,  flue-cured  acreage  in  1954  is  not 
expected. 

There  are  three  provinces  in  China  in  which  the  production  of  flue-cured 
tobacco  from  American  seed  has  been  developed.  Estimates  for  these  three  prov- 
inces for  the  current  year  and  for  previous  years  follow:

It  will  be  noted  that  the  production  in  1953  was  placed  at  135,000,000 
to  146,000,000  pounds  compared  with  104,000, 000  pounds  in  1932.      Mr.  Dawson 
states  that  30,000,000  pounds  have  moved  out  of  the  Hunan  area  with  some 
10,000,000  pounds  yet  to  be  shipped.     There  appears  to  be  20,000,000  pounds  in 
the  Shantung  area  which  have  not  "been  shipped.     It  is  expected  that  the  carryover 
of  native  leaf  next  October  1  will  be  larger  than  last  year.    A  shipment  of  flue- 
cured  leaf  from  the  1955  crop  was  recently  made  to  Antwerp. 


High  prices  for  American  leaf  brought  about  partly  by  low  silver  exchange 
rates,  high  taxation  charges,  and  low  purchasing  power  have  necessitated  a  larger 
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use  of  cheaper  native  leaf  in  the  manufacture  of  cigarettes.    Formerly  a  major 
part  of  the  tobacco  leaf  entering  into  the  manufacture  of  cigarettes  in  China 
consisted  of  tobacco  imported  from  the  United  States  but  for  the  past  year 
thereis  evidence  of  a  total  leaf  consumption  of  190,000,000  pounds  of  which 
100,000,000  pounds  was  native  leaf.     It  is  estimated  that  at  the  present  time 
Chinese  factories  are  using  about  75  percent  of  American  leaf.     It  is  expected 
that  the  proportion  of    Chinese  leaf  will  decrease  and  the  proportion  of  American 
leaf  increase  during  the  balance  of  the  crop  year  but  not  sufficiently  to  bring 
about  a  consumption  of  American  leaf  equal  to  last  year's  consumption  of  about 
90,000,000  pounds. 

The  present  price  of  Honan  leaf  in  Shanghai  is  about  12  cents  per  pound 
and  of  Shantung  leaf  about  8  cents  per  pound.    The  poorest  end  of  the  Honan 
crop  is  not  shipped  to  Shanghai  but  is  used  largely  in  Honan  province  in  hand- 
rolled  cigarettes.    There  is  a  considerable  range  in  the  qualities  and  in  prices 
of  imported  .American  leaf  but  the  average  price  this  season  is  about  18  cents 
per  pound  ex  warehouse. 

There  has  been  a  progressive  increase  in  taxes  levied  on  cigarettes  in 
China  and  the  present  taxes  on  the  grades  of  cigarettes  consumed  by  the  Chinese 
masses  are  equivalent  to  a  minimum  of  27  percent  of  wholesale  prices.  These 
taxes,  combined  with  depressed  economic  conditions,  have  checked  the  gains  in 
consumption  which  up  to  1930  was  a  notable  feature  of  the  Chinese  cigarette 
industry.     Shanghai  is  the  leading  center  of  cigarette  manufacture  in  China  and 
cigarette  stamps  issued  at  that  place  for  the  tobacco  year  which  ended  September 
30,  1930  totaled  1,123,000;  for  one  year  previous,  1,168,000;  and  for  two  years 
previous,  1,128,000.    Each  stamp  represents  a  case  of  50,000  cigarettes.  If 
these  statistics  are  indicative  of  cigarette  consumption  for  the  whole  of  China 
they  indicate  that  little  change  has  occurred  in  consumption  during  the  past 
three  years.    Mr.  Dawson  points  out  that  more  hand-rolled  cigarettes  are  being 
made  in  the  interior  of  China  and  that  if  these  cigarettes  have  attained  any 
considerable  volume  they  represent  a  consumption  of  cigarettes  in  addition  to 
the  statistics  of  machine-made  cigarettes. 

The  monthly  statistics  of  stamp  sales  at  Shanghai  up  to  November  indicate 
only  slight  declines  in  the  production  of  cigarettes  but  since  that  month  the 
volume  has  been  appreciably  below  corresponding  months  in  previous  years.     It  . 
is  believed  that  the  decline  will  'be  evident  when  statistics  are  available  as  to 
stamps  issued  in  December  and  later  months.    At  present,  factory  operations  in 
Shanghai  are  10  to  15  percent  below  normal. 

Exports  of  American  leaf  to.  China  for  the  current  year  beginning  September 
1  are  10  percent  below  exports  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  fully 
one  third  less  than  in  the  1929-30  crop  year.    The  statistics  of  exports  of 
•American  leaf  to  China  and  cigarette  stamps  issued  at  Shanghai  are  carried  in  a 
table  on  page  '377      together  with  a  table  on  exports  of  American  tobacco  to  China.

Demand  for  prunes  oi  all  counts  continues  good  st  London,  according 
to  cabled  advices  from  Fruit  Specialist  F,  A.  -'.Iota.    Prices  have  been  steady 
for  both  spot  purchases  ana  for  future  delivery.    The  Liverpool  market  was 
distinctly  firmer  during  the  week  ended  March  26.    Price  advances  were 
especially  marked  for  larger  sizes.     Quotations  on  all  sizes  were  firm,  with 
further  advances  anticipated.     Stocks  are  limited  and  in  good  demand,  ' 

Danube  Basin  has  small  walnut  cron 


The  1933  production  of  walnuts  in  the  Danube  Basin  is  estimated  at 
290,000  bags  of  110  pounds,  unshellcd  basis,  according  to  a  recent  report  from 
L.  C.  Mickacl,  Agricultural  Attache  in  Belgrade.    This  compares  with  320,000 
bags  produced  in  1932  and  the  five-year  average,  1927-1931,  of  340,000  bags. 
In  addition,  the  Turkish  production  for  1933  is  placed  at  140,000  bags,  which 
is  considered  an  average  crop,  and  is  40,000  bags  above  the  1952  outturn. 

The  exportable  surplus  of  the  Basin  is  placed  at  170,000  bags.  Since

the  net  exportable  surplus 


will  total  around  164,000  bags.     Exports  from  the  Br. sir.  to  January  31,  1934, 
approximated  140,000  bags.    Domestic  stocks  in  Hungary  are  no  longer  available 
and  import  has  been  authorized.    Stocks  on  hand  in  the  Basin  on  February  1, 
1954,  totaled  about  50,000  bags.    Since  suitable  markets  abroad  are  difficult 
to  find,  it  is  said  that  Rumanian  exporters  are  decreasing  the  exportable 
surplus  of  that  country  by  disposing  of  stocks  in  .small  lots  on  local  markets. 
Turkey's  export  surplus  totals  about  80,000  bags,  of  which  some  66,000  bags 
have  been  shipped,  leaving  about  14,000  bags  en  hand  February  1.

Beginning  v/ith  March.  1934,  monthly  imports  of  lard  into  Germany  are 
to  be  limited  to  40  percent  of  the  average  imports  fir  the  corresponding  months 
of  1931-1933,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere 
at  Berlin.    Quotas  for  each  interested  country  ore  based  on  the  official  monthly 
German  trade  returns  for  the  years  indicated,  which  assures  the  United  States 
the  largest  share  of  the  German  import  trade  in  lard.    Available  figures  indicate, 
however,  that  such  imports  from  the  United  States  during  1934  may  not  exceed' 
65,000,000  pounds,  against  126,000,000  pounds  of  American  lard  taken  in  1933. 
In  a  fey/  of  the  1934  months,  the  figure  set  for  German  imports  of  American  lard 
are  larger  than  those  of  the  corresponding  1933  months,  but  the  increases  are  not 
significant.    Lard  imports  into  Germany  continue  to  pay  a  duty  of  1  mark  per  kilo 
(17.93  cents  per  pound).    Such  imports  also  are  subject  to  a  monopoly  fee,  the 
amount  of  which  has  not  yet  been  reported.

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3ritaih  enlarges  cared  "pork  import  allowance 

An  increase  of  3.5  percent  in  the  total  foreign  imports  of  cared  pork 
was  announced  in  Parliament  by  the  British  Minister  of  Agriculture,  according 
to  Agricultural  'At tache  E.  A.  Foley  at  London.    The  increase  is  "based  on  the 
imports  allowed  since  November  10,  1933,  which  are  at  the  rate  of  723,396,000 
pounds  annually.    The  increased  imports  will  be  in  effect  until  July  31.  From 
August  1  to  December  31  a  rate  of  import  4.5  percent  below  the  current  rate 
will  go  into  effect.    The  increase  indicated  gives  an  annual  rate  of  754,432,000 
pounds  with  a  rate  of  695,030,000  pounds  annually  prevailing  after  August  1. 

The  parliamentary  announcement  of  temporarily  increased  cured  pork 
imports  was  preceded  by  a  similar  statement  on  the  number  of  British  bacon  pigs 
under  contract  to  carers.    Such  contracts  were  said  to  cover  1,317,259  bacon 
pigs  for  delivery  to  curcrs  in  the  period  March  1  -  December  31,  1934.  Adding 
the  63,238  hogs  produced  by  curers  gives  a  total  available  supply  for  the  period 
of  133,547  hogs.    It  is  estimated  that  on  the  basis  of  the^e  figures,  British 
curing  plants  will  run  at  50  percent  capacity  in  April -May- June;     75  percent 
capacity  in  August-September  and  full  capacity  in  the  last  3  months  of  the  yerr. 
See  page  366  for  a  statement  on  present  and  future  prices  of  British  hogs  under 
contract  to  curers. 

New  Zealrnd  hog  industry  to  expand 

The  British  market  outlet  for  Empire  pork  has  stimulated  interest  in 
hog  production  in  New  Zealand,  according  to  Vice  Consul  W.  W.  Orebaugh  at 
Wellington.    Shipments  of  frozen  pork  reached  22,400,000  pounds  in  the  1932-33 
export  season  against  13,000,000  pounds  in  1931-32.    The  1933-34  figures  are 
not  yet  available,  bat  another  substantial  increase  is  anticipated.  Heretofore, 
large  volumes  of  dairy  by-products  have  been  wasted.    The  New  Zealand  Cooperative 
Pig-Marketing  Association,  however,  is  undertaking  to  stimulate  hog  raising  as 
an  adjunct  to  dairying.    In  addition  to  the  frozen  pork  trade,  New  Zealand  is 
represented  in  the  British  cured  pork  trade  through  the  English  curing  factory 
operated  by  the  Association.    The  product  is  sold  as  English-cured  New  Zealand 
bacon,  under  an  Empire  brand. 

Empire  countries  overship  cattle  and  beef  to  England 

Shipments  in  1934  of  Canadian  cattle  and  in  1933  of  New  Zealand  beef  to 
England  in  excess  of  limitations  agreed  upon  are  reported  by  the  American  ■ 
consulate  general  at  London.    Despite  reduced  arrivals  of  South  American  beef,  and 
the  usual  seasonal  decline  in  domestic  supplies  during  February  and  March,  beef 
prices  have  remained  low.    The  presence  of  unusually  large  supplies  of  the  New 
Zealand  product  is  regarded  as  an  important  factor  in  the  situation.    Under  the 
Ottawa  Agreement,  there  was  an  understanding  with  New  Zealand  that  shipments  of 
frozen  beef  .in  1933  should  be  around  49, 00"', 000  pounds.    Actual  receipts  were  60 
percent  larger  than  expected.     Canadian  cattle  shipments  for  the  first  quarter 
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of  1934  were  to  be  kept  do-.7n  to  around  6,000,  the  number  sent  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1933.     The  heavy  current  movement  has  necessitated  extending  the 
period  of  equalization  to  6  months  rather  than  3.    British  imports  of  Canadian 
live  cattle  in  January  1934  alone  reached  5,866  head  against  535  head  in 
January  1933. 

South  American  wool  exports  decline  at  mid-season 

Exports  of  wool  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  during  February  were  less 
than  in  December  or  January  and  less  than  during  February  of  last  year, 
according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos 
Aires.    However,  exports  during  the  five  months  October  to  February  1933-34 
are  still  larger  than  during  the  corresponding  1932-33  period.    During  these 
five  months  of  last  season  45  percent  of  the  total  Argentine  exports  and  66 
percent  of  the  total  Uruguayan  exports  of  wool  wore  made,    Exports  to  France 
are  much  less  than  last  year,  to  Germany  about  the  same  and  to  the  United 
Kingdom  much  greater.     Japan,  and  the  United  States  have  also  taken  appreci- 
able quantities  of  South  American  wool  this  season.     See  export  table, 
page  378. 


UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  AGAIN  LOW 

The  volume  of  United  States  exports  of  agricultural  products  for  the 
month  of  February  1934,  expressed  as  an  index  number,  stood  at  80,  the  low- 
est index  since  August,  1933  and  also  one  of  the  lowest  February  indexes  on 
record,  according  to  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics.    For  all  commodities  except  cotton,  the  index  was  63, 
which  exceeded  the  extremely  low  index  for  February  1933  by  a  very  small 
margin.  ■  • 

There  was  less  than  the  usual  seasonal  decline  in  the  exports  of 
cotton,  exports  both  for  the  month  and  for  the  8  months,  July-February, 1933- 
1934  exceeding  those  of  a  year  ago,  .  During  the  eight  months  ended 
February  28,  1934,  foreign  countries  absorbed  6,594,000  bales  of  500  pounds 
each  as  compared  with  6,394,000  bales  during  the  corresponding  8  months  last 
season;  the  sales  for  the  current  period  being  made  cat  a  considerable  advance 
in  price.     Japan  again  took  the  largest  share  and  nearly  all  European  coun- 
tries also  purchased  more  than  during  the  previous  season. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  while,  a  little  larger  than  during  Febru- 
ary 1933,  were  at  a  low  level,  total  exports  for  the  month  amounting  to  only 
4,039,000  bushels,  nearly  half  of  which  went  to  China,    During  the  eight  months 
ended  February  28,  the  United  States  sent  abroad  22,647,000  bushels  of  wheat 
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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  AGAIN  LOW,  CONT'D 

including  flour  as  compared  with  34,124,000  "bushels  during  the  corresponding 
8  months  of  1953  or  a  decrease  of  34  percent.     The  ^average  export  vodue,  how- 
ever,- rose  from  60.1  cents  per  -Imshel  during  the  8  months  of  '1932-33  to  72.9 
cents  per  "bushel .during  the  same  period  of  the  present  season. 

Emit  was  the  only  group  .rising  above  the  prewar  level,  the  index 
standing  at  298,  a  decline  when  compared  with  the  four  preceding  months  but 
a  gain  over  February  1933.     All  kinds  of  fruit  shared  in  the  advance.  The 
index  for  tobacco  was  87,  a  gain  over  the  preceding  month  and  also  over 
February  1933.    The  bulk  of  the  flue-cured  tobacco  "wont  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
China,  Japan,   the  Netherlands  and' Australia.    Exports  of  cured  pork  continued 
low,   though  in  a  little  better  position  than  during  February  1932  and  1933. 
A  weak  demand  on  tho  part,  of  European  countries  placed  the  index  for  lard  at 
94,  the  lowest  Eehruary  index  since  1920.

HUNGARIAN  FLAXSEED  AREA  EXPANDED  BY  GERMAN  TRADE  TREATY 

Hungary  must  shift  a  substantial  area  of  farm  land  into  flaxseed  -pro- 
duction to  meet  the  terms  of  the  new  trade  agreement  with  Germany,  according 
to  a  report  from  the  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service.     In  -the  series  of  trade  agreements  made  by  Germany  with  neighboring 
countries,  the  Hungarian  agreement  is  unusual  in  view  of  the  immediate 
necessity  for  altering  materially,  from  the  Hungarian  viewpoint,  the  utiliza- 
tion of  a  significant  agricultural  area.    For  Hungary,  the  agreement  also 
means  an  extension  of  the  tendency  toward  a  "planned  economy"  for  agriculture. 
From 'the  German  angle,  the  agreement  is  another  step  in  the  problem  of  fitting 
imports  into  a  rapidly  expanding  program  of  control  for  domestic  agriculture, 
and  of  expanding  the  exoort  outlet's  for  German  manufactured  goods.    From  the 
commodity  standpoint,  an  agreement  on  flaxseed  "between  Germany  and  Hungary  is 
of  minor  significance  to  the  international  trade  in  that  commodity. 

In  enect,  tile  new  trade  agreement  is  a  contract  in  which  Hungarian 
farmers  agree  to  produce,  and  German  oil  seed  crushers  agree  to  use,  from  984,000 
to  1,083,000  bushels  of  linseed  in  1934.    production  in  Hungary  averaged  about 
180,000  bushels  in  the  years  1928-1932  from  an  average  area  of  23,000  acres. 
At  no  time  in  recent  years  has  production  exceeded  341,000  bushels  annually. 
On  the  basis  of  average  yields,  the  new  contract  requires  the  utilization  of 
126, 0n0  to  139, 000  acres.     There  is  considerable  interest  on  the  part  of  both 
the  farmers  and  the  government  in  Hungary  to  so  plan  the  national  agriculture 
economy  as  to  utilize  the  land  to  the  best  advantage.    Hungary  has  an  export 
surplus  of  wheat,  which  has  been  burdensome  in  recent  years.     It  is  probable,  there- 
fore, that  the  new  flaxseed  areas  may  be  taken  largely  from  former  wheat  area,s. 

To  carry  out  the  terms  of  the  flaxseed  agreement,  the  Oilseed  Marketing 
Cooperative  has  been  established  in  Budapest,  which  will  deal  with  the  newly 
created  organization,  Oilseed  Marketing,  Ltd.,  in  Berlin.     The  Hungarian  organ- 
ization has  engaged  to  deliver  fortnightly  parcels  of  157,000  bushels  of  flax- 
seed having  38  percent  oil  content  c.i.f .  Hamburg,  Antwerp  or  Rotterdam,  begin- 
ning Augxist  1  next.     Germany  is  to  pay  for  the  shipments  on  the  basis  of  the 
daily  average  price  at  Hamburg,  the  price  to  be  expressed  in  pengo  as  converted 
from  Dutch  Gulden,  plus  a  "currency  premium"  in  recognition  of  the  depressed 
position  of  Hungarian  currency  in  relation  to  gold  equivalents.,  frhe  pengo  credits 
so  established  in  Germany  a.re  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  German  manufactured 
goods. 

Negotiations  on  the  present  flaxseed  contract  were  first  opened  in  the 
autumn  of  1933  and  led  *o  the  creation  of  the  German  and  Hungarian  agencies 
noted  above.    In  Hungary,  the  Oilseed  Marketing  Cooperative  is  in  complete  control 
of  all  domestic  and  foreign  business  in  flaxseed.    All  growers  must  make  production 
contracts  with  the  Cooperative.     In  addition  to  the  amounts  earmarked  for  export, 
the  Cooperative  is  contracting  for  236,000  bushels  for  delivery  to  Hungarian  mills. 
The  seed  sold  domestically  will  bring  a  price  somewhat  higher  than  will  the  seed 
exported.     Returns  to  growers  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  total  value  of  all 
flaxseed  handled  by  the  Cooperative  without  regard  to  whether  the  growers'  seed 
was  sold  in  the  export  or  domestic  markets.     The  Cooperative  is  required  to  make 
advance  payments  to  growers  upon  delivery  of  the  contracted  seed  in  amounts  to  be 
determined  later.     Final  payments  must  be  made  before  December  31,  1934. 
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GREAT  BRITAIN  -REVISES  HOG  PRICE  BASIS 

The  contract  prices  for  "basic  "bacon  hogs  under  the  British  scheme 
to  assist  the  domestic  hog  industry  has  "been  set  at  12s  6d  per  20  .pcttn&s  (Xc.93 
cents    per  lb)  dead  weight,  according  to  a  report  from  Meat  Specialist  H.  E.  i 
Reed  at  London.    The  new  rate  is  effective  for  the  months  of  March  and  April 
1934,  and  represents  an  increase  of  6d  over  the  contract  price  in  effect  here- 
tofore.   The  extra  6d,  however,  is  not  an  actual  addition  to  producer's  income, 
since  it  is  to  be  used  to  reimburse  the  government  for  the  loan  made  to 
curors  to  reimburse  thorn  for  losses  'experienced  in  November  and  December 
1933  a/.    Contract  prices  for  the  May-December  period  of  1934  are  to  he 
determined  on  an  entirely  new  "basis.    The  present  system  has  been  found  to 
bo  too  rigid  in  connection  with  fluctuations  in  the  market  price  of  bacon. 
The  new  method  of  price  determination  is  expected  to  allow  producers  and 
curers  to  share  profits  and  losses  between  them. 

Bacon  hogs  are  divided  for  price-making  purposes  into  four  classes, 
with  five  grades  in  each  class.    The  classes  are  "based  on  dead  woight,  with 
grades  "based  on  belly  fat  thickness.    See  table  of  classes  and  grades,  page 
358      •    The  6d  increase  in  price  for  March  and" April  applies  to  classes  1  and 
2,  in  which  hogs  weigh  140-170  pounds  and  171-190  pounds  respectively.  On 
classes  3  and  4,  whore  weight  ranges  are  191-210  pounds  and  over  210  pounds 
respectively,  the  March-April  contract  price  is  increased  to  12s  9d,  Grade 
C  is  the  "basic  grade  in  each  class.    A  class  1  grade  C  hog  (The  basic  contract 
hog)  is  one  with  a  dead  weight  of  140-170  pounds,  with  a  maximum  fat  measure- 
ment of  2  inches  and  a  minimum  belly  fat  measurement  of  1-1/8  inches.  That 
is  the  hog  for  which  12s  5d  is  set  as  a  base  price. 

premiums  for  grades  A  and  B  will  bo  paid  as  in  the  former  period,  hut 
deductions  for  grades  D  and  E,  which  were  formerly  at  the  rate  of  3d  for  each 
grade,  have  been  increased  to  5d  per  grade.    The  belly  fat  thickness  for  grades 
C  and  D  has  been  raised,  and  at  the  end  of  6  months  it  will  advance  agaiil-  . 
Fat  measurements  for  grade  E  have  been  eliminated  and  grade  E  will  include  any 
hog  suitable  for  bacon  production  not  falling  into  grades  A  to  D.  Wiltshire 
curers  will  take  only  clrss  1  hogs.    Midland  and  other  curers  will  take  oil 
classes. 

Prices  for  period  May-December 

The  basis  for  price-making  in  the  May-December  1934  period  utilizes 
none  of  the  former  methods  of  determining    value.    Contract  hog  prices  in  the 
future  will  be  based  on  the  selling  price  of  bacon  and  the  value  of  offals 
as  well  as  on  calculated  prod-action  costs.    Under  the  new  system,  'che

The  new  price  fixing  measures  are  quite  a  departure  from  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Lane-Fox  Commission,  which  recommended  -orice-f ixing  for  hogs 
only, with  the  fixed  price  based  on  production  costs.    The  Commission  did  not 
feel  that  fixed  hog  prices  without  fixed  bacon  prices  would  work  a  hardship 
on  curers,  and  indicated  that  if  the  c-rotection  given  curers  by  the  limitation 
of  bacon  and  ham  imports  would  not  permit  curers  to  pay  prices  equal  to  hog 
production  costs,  it  was  doubtful  if  the  curing  industry  should  be  aided. 
Developments  have  shown  a  different  situation,  and  the  key  position  of  the 
curer  in  the  British  scheme  is  recognized.     The  principle  of  price  fixing  as 

proposed  by  the  Commission  has  never  been  followed,  for  in

order  to  sa.ve  the  scheme  in  the  preliminary  period  the  government  made  a  loan 
for  indemnifying  the  curers  against  loss,  and  the  producer  has  to  pay  hack  this 
loan  hy  deductions  from  the  price  of  hogs  in  the  future.
